MARBURG, Gcimany, Deo. 20.— 


m—Mrs. Wilma "BiUie" Ybarbo 
told a U. S. military government 
court today she ahot her war hero 
husbnnd becauso he was beatlnc 
her up and had threatened to kill 
her. 


The pretty 
23-year-old mother 
from Maiden, Mass.. added that a 
family quarrel involving "sexual 
mcompatability" and her husband's 
attention to a German irirl led up 
to the fatal fight. 


"Ho told me he waa going to kill 


mo and had beaten me up terribly 
before." the defendant declared. 


"I just onuldn't go through that 
again," she said, 'so I reached Into 
the wall locker and got the gun 
whore I had put it after taking it 
away from him the other night, 
when he wna golnir to kill Us 
both." 


Tho court today all but ruled 


out a ponslble death penalty 
for 
Mr«, Ybartjo, The court held the 
prosecution had fulled to show any 
premeditation in the shooting of 
Sgt. John Ybarbo of Gollad, Tex. 


Speaking in a low, but

voice, tho defendant described the 
night of the shooting, 
It wan on Friday, Sept. 18, two 


days 
before 
the shooting that 


Ybarbo made the threat to kill 
her, she aald.
